and rich brocades, but many are made 
of lighter brocades in gay colors, like the 
foulard jackets worn during the summer.

In making a satin dress many neglect

Knife pleatings this year are undar a

Evidence that Will Surely Con- 


vict the Forger. 


The Envelope Put Under the 


Microscope. 


AND WHAT IT SHOWS. 


NEW YORK, October 29.—The Na- 


tional Republican Committee 
furnish 


the following : Proceedings to-day in 
the examination of Pbilp, the forger 
of the Moroy letter, were conclusive. 
Hart, owner of the Truth, under threat 
of imprisonment, produced the envel- 
ope in which the alleged letter is al- 
leged to have been contained. It was 
then shown by the prosecution that the 
envelope had on it not only the stamp 
of the Washington postoffice but has 
also the stamps of the New York post- 
office. In these stamps the dates are 
however erased and cannot be distin- 
guished. It is impossible to distin- 
guish in any of them the month and 
insertioo. "Jan. 23" in the photo lith- 
ographic copy in the Truth is an admit- 
ted interpolation. Moreover it appears 
that the envelope was originally ad- 
dressed to some other person and place, 
but the word "Esq." can still be discov- 
ered on a line above the word "Morey." 
It was shown by the Assistant Post 
master in the New York postoffiee, by 
.las. Gaylor, Superintendent of City 
Delivery, and by Mr. Richards, in im- 
mediate charge of that department, 
that the New York stamp was placed 
upon all letters received here intended 
for delivery to persons in New York 
City, and that such a stamp is never 
placed upon a letter merely passing 
through this city ; that the second 
New York stamp is (hat which is 
placed upon letters received at sub- 
stations in this city from the general 
poBtoffice for delivery in the district ol 
the sub station. In other words, it is 
made absolutely certain from the stamps 
that the envelope, when it passed 
through llie mails, was posted at Wash- 
ington and addressed to some one in 
the City ol New York. Moreover, it 
was proved by the Assistant Postmas- 
ter and the head clerk of the railway 
mail service, that a letter posted in 
Washington on the day it purports to 
have been posted and addressed to 
Lynn could not under any circumstan- 
ces come into the New York postoffice, 
much less have on it a stamp of that 
postoffice , besides this, it was shown 
by the New York stamp, in one ol 
which the figure 2 remains, that the fig- 
ure was the last one of the figuxes 
showing on what day the envelope was 
received in New York, and that it must 
have been received either on the 12th 
or 22d of some undiscoverable month 
It could not, therefore, when it was in 
the mail, have contained the Morey let- 
ter, which is dated January 23d. It is 
therefore absolutely shown by witness- 
es who cannot be contradicted, and 
whom the defense did not even cross- 
examine, that the Morey letter having 
been forged was pretended to be insert- 
ed in an old envelope addressed to some 
one in New 1'ork City, and not to Mo- 
rey nor apy ono else in Lynn. • The era- 
sure of the name of the person to whom 
it was originally addressed is distinctly 
visible to the naked eye, and immedi- 
ately precedes the still decipherable 
word "Esq." The erasure of the dates 
are equally plain. It was moreover 
testified by Mr. Lcet, under whom 
PBilp worked for a long time, that it 
wag his confirmed habit to spell compa- 
nies 
"companyn," precisely aa it is 


spelled in the Morey letter. Leet also 
testified that the Morey letter was in 
the possession of Philp ; that he (Leet) 
had ao stated before that he had heard 
it suggested that Philp was even HUS- 
pected.

Tbe Republican demonstration in Deca- 


tur last nigbt was decidedly Ibe largest 
and uiotrt enthusiastic of the present cam- 
paign, and was a complete success.— 
Decatur's premium brass band and tbe 
martial band were out, and soon after 7 
o'clock nearly 300 old voters, first voters, 
colored voters, and boys, all solid for 
GarfieUl, fell into line opposite tbe court 
house, bearing the stars and stripes, light- 
ed torches and tracapaieacies, on which 
appeared appropriate campaign take-offs, 
and at the word of command, the jubi- 
lant, cheering column moved and marched 
through the following named streets: 
North on Water to Korth street, east to 
Jackson, north to Cerro Gordo, west to 
Ghurch, south to Eldorado, west to 
Edward, south to William, west to Monroe, 
south to Prairie, west to Pine, south to 
Main street, thence east in open order to 
the court house, where the boys arrived 
at 8:45 o'clock. The parade was the'fiaest 
ever witnessed in this city since the 
"Wide-awake" days, and was beheld by 
hundreds of gentlemen and ladies, who 
blocked up the streets in the vicinity of 
court house block.

Mr. Buna stated that on going home to 


his supper last evening he had not the re- 
motest idea of making a public address, 
jut he wafl too good a Republican to re- 
fuse to speak when the occasion demand- 
ed he should do so. 
He then proceeded 


to deliver one of the most pointed and 
telling speeches yet offered the people, 
and the fact that it was highly appreci- 
ated and well received was evidenced by 
the tumultuous and prolonged applause 
which frequently interrupted his remarks. 
He stated, in substance, that we are about 
to conclude one of the most important 
and remarkable presidential campaigns 
that this country has known for years.
